Bends to Congress the Correspondence 
on the Subject—Our Consul Has Been 
Instructed toInvestigate. .

Washington, December 11.—The Turkish 
iegation has received an official communi. 
cation in relation to the alleged Armenian 
outrage, which says the Armenian agita- 
tors that made their appearance in the 
steep mountains of Jalouri, situated be- 
tween Sassoun, in the southeast of Morish, 
Vilayel of Bitlis, and district of Calb of 
Matessarifat of Cuendj, combined their 

” forces together at the instigation of a cer- 
‘ tain Hampartzoum who, under the assumed 
name of Mourat, was already giving trou- 
ble in those regions, Hampartzoun gave 
positive assurances to credulous people that 
he was a foreign agent, backed by all the 
European powers in his plan to upset the 
Turkish authorities. He succeeded thus in 
gaining to his. criminal ends Armenians of 


villages composing four districts. 
insurgents, under command of Hampart- 
goum, placed their wives, children and be- 
longings in accessible spots, and with the 
aid of other armed insurgents from the 
valley of Morish and from Cazas of Calb 
ard Silvan, ‘numbering more than 3,000, as~ 
sembiled at a place, called Endouk Dagh. 

Five or six hundred decided to fall upon 
-Morish. They began by attacking the tribe 
of Delikan, on Mount Courlink, in the south 
of Morish, killed a few and robted them 
of their belongings. | 

All Musselmen that fell into their hands 
were insulted in their religion and murder- 
ed in the most horrible manner. Regular 
troops of the neighborhood of Morish were 
alsa attacked by these.insurgents, who, 
however, did not dare attack Morish itself, 
owing to the strong military forces of the 
town. 

These rebels, together with those assem- 
bled at Endouk Dagh, organized their sep. 
arate bands, which assaulted ferociously 
tribes close at hand, committing horrible 
crimes and depredations. They burned 
alive a nephew of Enmer Agha and as- 
saulted and murdered Musselmen women 
of three or four houses of the village of 
Gulliguzat. They also tortured many Mus- 
selmen, forced them to kiss the cross, put- 
ting their eyes out, cutting off their ears 
and submitting them to the mest horrible 
indignities. 

After referring to similar acts by the 
Same rebels during August the report says 
they refused to surrender and conmfnued 
their criminal proceedings. Regular troops 
were sent to put down the rebellion. Ham- 
partzoum, with eleven of his associates, 
fied to a high mountain, but was captured, 
after killing two soldiers and wounding six. 
By the end of August all the insurgent 
bands were dispersed. Women, children 
and invalids were treated with due con- 
sideration and the insurgents who fell were 
those who refused to surrender and pre- 
ferred to fight the lawful authorities of 
their country. The captured insurgents 
will be punished according to law. 

The Correspondence Sent In. 

Washington, December 11.—The president 
today sent to the senate in response to the 
Hoar resolution the Armenian correspon- 
dence, consisting of a letter from the 
secretary of state and a copy of a tele- 
gtam to Minister Terrell. The president's 
letter of transmission embodies the sub- 
Stance of the correspondence. It says. 

“In response to said resolution I beg 
leave to inform the senate that I have no 
information concerning cruelties commit- 
ted upon Armenians in Turkey, or upon 
persons because of their being Christians 
except such information as has been de- 
rived from newspaper reports and state- 
ments emanating from the Turkish govern- 
ment denying such cruelties and two tele- 
graphic reports from our minister at Con- 
stantinople. 

“One of these reports, dated November 
28, 1894, is in answer to an inquiry by the 
State department touching reports in the 
press alleging the killing of Armenians 
and is as follows: ‘Reports in American 
papers of Turkish atrocities at Sassaoun 
are sensational and exaggerated. The kill- 
ing was in a conflict between armed Arme- 
nians and Turkish soldiers. The grand 
vizier says it was necessary to suppress 
insurrection and that about fifty Turks 
were killed. Between 300 and 400 Armenian 
guns were epicked up after the fight and 
reports that about that number of Arme- 
nians were killed are in circulation.’ I 
give credit to the grand vizier’s statement. 

“The other dispatch referred to is dated 
December 2, 1894, and is follows: ‘Informa- 
tion from the British ambassador indi- 
cates far more loss of life in Armenia at- 
tended with atrocities than stated in my 
telegram of the 28th.’ I have received ab- 
solutely no information concerning any 
cruelties committed ‘upon citizens who 
have declared their intention of becoming 
naturalized in this country,’ or upon any 
persons who have a right to claim or have 
claimed for any reason the protection of 
the United States government. 

“In the absence of such authentic de- 
tailed knowledge on the subject as would 
justify our interference no expostulations 
have been addressed by this government 
to the Turkey government in regard to 
guch matters. The last inquiry contained 
in the resolution of the senate touching 
these alleged cruelties seeks information 
concerning ‘any proposal made by or to 
this government to act in concert with 
other ‘Christian powers regarding the 


‘' game.’ The first proposal of the kind re- 


oq, ferred to was made by the Turkish gov- 
worermment through 


our minister on the 
November, when the 
Sultan (then expressed a desire that 
@ consul of the United States 
be sent with a Turkish commission to in- 
vestigate the alleged atrocities on Armeni- 
ens. This was construed as an invitation on 
the part of the Turkish government to actu- 
ally take part with a Turkish commission in 
an investigation of these affairs and any 
report to be made thereon, and the proposi- 
tion came before our minister’s second dis- 
patch was received, and at a time when 
the best information in the possession of our 
gS 2vernment was derived from his first re- 
_ port, indicating that the statements made 
in the press were sensational and exagger- 
ated, and that the atrocities alleged really 
did not exist. This condition very much 
weakened any motive for an interferen‘e 
based on considerations of humanity aud 
permitted us, without embarrassment, to 
pursue a course plainly marked out by oth- 

er controlling incidents. 

Not Our Business Exactly. 

“By a treaty entered into at Berlin in 
the year 1878, between Turkey and various 
other governments, Turkey undertook to 
guarantee protection to the Armenians and 
agreed that it would ‘periodically make 
known the steps taken to this effect to the

ELECTION OF DELEGATES. 


Much Debate in the Legislature Over 
the Constitutional Convention. 

Columbia, 8S. C., December 11.—(Special.)— 
There was an attempt at peace and har: 
mony in the senatorial debate today on the 
constitutional convention bill, but the era 
of good feeling was spoiled just a little. 
Everybody has been looking forward to the 
time when, the debate on this bill should 
take place, as it was expected that the 
temper of the two factions towards each 
other would be shown. It must be said 
that there was a sincere effort to hold 
out the olive branch. Whéther it was en- 
tirely successful cannot be told just yet as 
some heat was injected into the debate. 

The trouble arcse ove an amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Finley, of York, to the effect 
that the election for delegates to the cons 
vention should be entirely open and in sight 
of bystanders. Mr. Finley is an unusual- 
ly straightforward and conservative re-« 
former, but some of his brethren saw all 
sorts of spooks in the amendment and 
raised the cry of domination. 

Mr. Wilson, of Spartanburg, said that 
however innocent Mr. Finley might be, the 
effect of this amendment on the election 
law would be the same as that of the worm 
gnawing through the dykes of Holland; 
that it would operate to undermine the 
foundation of the law. The only cry of 
fraud raised was from a few who wanted 
to rule the state by their own sweet will. 
Mr. Barnwell, of Charleston, made a splen- 
did speech in a conservative vein, pieading 
for a cessation of bitterness. He supported 
the Finley amendment as entirely harm- 
less but very useful. 

Mayfield Saw a Specter. 

Mr. Mayfield, of Barnwell, said that the 
amendment was harmless in appearance, 
but that it was designed to overturn white 
supremacy. He went into a discussion of 
the political fight during the four years, 
and said that the petition filed in the sen- 
ate challenging the election of Governor 
Evans was one effort to bring about negro 
rule. 

Mr. Barnwell said he had madea 
resolution before coming to the senate that 
he would not talk politics on the floor. He 
might be too sanguine when he said that 
the prevalent feeling now demands that we, 
as brethers, should agree to. drop past dif- 
ferences. He had voted for the constitu- 
tional convention, and there was no reason 
te suspect an insidious purpose on his part 
in advocating the bill. | 

Buist for Fair Elections. 

Senator Buist, of Charleston, said he had 
desired a constitutional convention above 
every other political thing, but had voted 
against it because he knew when the con- 
servatives were in power a fair election 
could not be had and he saw no reason to 
change his opinion sinca the new regime 
had obtained control. He had introduced 
the bill to allow each candidate a watcher, 
but this pure and immaculate democracy 
unanimously reported against it, and God 
knows where the bill is now. In the year 
1894, in view of the convention which is 
to regenerate and disenthral us, the legis- 
lature refuses men of their own blood to 
have a watcher and a fair ballot. If the 
election machinery was left as it is, capable 
of the most stupendous frauds, every can- 
didate must rely simply on the honesty of 
the managers, of the election, and if that 
continues, the people will pray God for a 
Parkhurst to rise up from among the 
preachers and a Goff from the legislative 
fraternity to restore the state and keep 
it pure. In the name of God, give us one 
manager, because this is going to be the 
most hotly contested election we have 
had in years. 

Mr. Finley said the only result of the 
amendment was to make plain what the 
law now leaves in doubt. He would do 
nothing to endanger white supremacy. He 
offered the amendment with the best in- 
tentions. It had nothing .o do with the 
appointment of managers. The governor 
would appoint honest men. 

Senator Berham, of Horry, favored the 
amendment because it was the best way 
to guarantee a fair election. Mr. Jordan, 
of Aiken, was surprised at Mr. Buist’s re- 
marks and said if he had any warlike se@- 
timent he would meet foremen worthy of 
his steel. 

The Amendment Defeated. 

Senator Sloan, of Richmond, 
the Finley amendment in a powerful 
speech. It was entirely harmless and he 
knew that the young and progessive gov- 
ernor would appoint fair and honest man- 
agers and it was a reflection on them 
to think they would object to their work 
being viewed. He repudiated all warlike 
sentiment and the talk about negro dom- 
ination was farcical, He made an earnest 
and impassioned speech for peace and 
unity. Senator Morris seemed to think 
that Mr. Buist had charged the reform 
party with gross frauds and he spoke 
warmly, declaring that Mr, Buist’s speech 
had killed the bill, Mr. Kirkland, a reform- 
er from Kershaw, thought the amendment 
was entirely harmless and would not in 
the slighest degree endanger white su- 
premacy. Tne amendment was defeated 
by a vote of 14 to 21.

March 5th the day for the election for 
delegates, July s0th the time for holding 
the conventidn and the registration to 
begin ‘on the first Monday in February, 
lasting eighteen days,

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A Dark Deed Expected to Be Uptarned 
- by the Officers This Morning, — 


HACKMEN SUSPECTED OF MURDE 


Their Strange Statements Lead to the Be- 
lief That They Have Committed 
a Horrible Crime, 


The details of a horrible crime will proba- 
bly be upturned this morning. 

Everything now points to a double as- 
sault followed by double murder. About 
the whole affair there hangs a dark my$- 
tery. 

This may be solved today, and if the de- 
velopments are in accordance with the 
theories of the officers who are investigat- 
ing the case, it will be shown that late 
Friday night two desperate negrves forci- 
bly carried away in their hack two white 
women who had entered as passengers; 
that they drove to a secluded street, as- 
saulted the women, murdered them and 
concealed the bodies. The varying and con- 
flicting statements of these hackmen, who 
are now under arrest; the screams of dis- 
tress which were heard by the people in 
the neighborhood that night, and the pool 
of blood and the shattered glass found by 
the officers—all point to the truth of this 
theory. 

Sanford Marchman and Will Bowen, the 
hackmen, were arrested by Patrolman Har- 
per on a charge of disorderly conduct, but, 
from the investigation before the recorder 
yesterday morning, the case took a much 
more serious turn. The officers are of 
the opinion that an awful crime will be un. 


earthed. 

It was near midnight Friday when the 
residents along Mills street were aroused 
from their slumbers by wild screams. It 


was a woman’s voice, 

“Don’t cut me, Will. Don’t cut me to 
pieces. My God, you have killed me!’ 

Then the screams stopped, and a chorus 
of hoarse oaths followed. These were heard 
by Ed Haynes, the butcher, who was near 
by. As soon as possible he ran in the di- 
rection of the noises. As he came up a 
cab drove hurriedly towards the railroad 
and disappeared in the darkness, 

The screams had alarmed the whole 
neighborhood, and the excitement was 
great. Next morning Patrolman Harper 
was notified, and, with Patrolman Harris, 
made an examination of the place. At the 
place where the hack was standing the 
night before a. large pool of blood was 
found and pieces of shattered glass from a 
cab window were scattered over the ground, 

Following the tracks of the hack it led 
down to Mills street to Jones and thence 
to the branch which flows at the bottom of 
a slight incline. Here all trace of the hack 


was lost, 

In the meantime Sanford Marchman had 
been arrested, and yesterday morning he 
was carried before the recorder with Will 
Bowen, whom he had implicated in the dis- 


order charged. 

Before the examination of the witnesses 
and hackmen was half finished the outline 
of a tragedy had been distinctly brought 
out. Both negroes gave conflicting ac- 
counts and made incredible statements. 
Then the suspicions of ‘the patrolmen were 
verified and a more searching examination 
was made. ‘The mystery deepened, but 
nothing of a positive nature could be ob- 
tained from the hackmen. .- 

Detectives Cason, Looney and ‘Holcombe 
took hold of the case and began an inves- 
tigation. It was the opinion of all the of- 
ficers that a dark crime was behind the 
affair. 

Marchman was given a searching exam- 
ination last night. 

A flimsier tale than his could not be con- 
cocted. 

“I was driving on Alabama street that 
night,”’ he said, ‘‘and two ladies got in my 
hack on the corner of Alabama and White- 
hall. They said drive down Marietta 
street. When I turned into Broad street 
a man came out and got in. I drove them 
down Marietta street and turned down by 
the plow factory. Somebody tappe@ on 
the window and said I had gone too far. 
I said, ‘whoa!’ and stopped. Then the 
man got out. He gave me 75 cents and I 
drove a little farther and the women got 
out. While the man was in there I heard 
the glass break. I do not know who the 
women were or where they went. I met 
Will Bowen on Marietta street and he 
spoke to me. He did not come with me.” 

This ‘is the voluntary statement made by 
the man. Questioned he gave answers in 
a wild way. 

“What was the number of your thack?’ 
“One hundred and sixty-nine.” 

‘Was that the hack you had Friday 
night?’ 

“Vas.°’ 

“When the women came up to you on 
Alabama street what did they say?’ 

“They asked me if I had a load, and I 
told them no.’”’ 

“What kind of 
they ?’’ 

“I didn’t look at them.” 

“What di@ they say to you?” 

“They said drive down Marietta street, 
and I began driving.’’ 

“When the man stopped you what did 
he say?’’ 

‘He told me he wanted to get in.” 

“How many seats were there in your 
hack?’ 

“There was only one, but I let him in, 
because he said he wanted to see the 
women. I di® not know who he was.” 

In this way the negro goes on spinning 
out the most disconnected, incredible yarn. 
He denies that Will Bowen was with him. 

Here is a glaring disagreement: 

“I got with Sanford whem ne was coming 
back down Marietta street,” said Bowen. 
“I rode with him to town and he showed 
me where the glass had been broken out. 
Sunday night he came to see me and said 
that the police was a-going to be after 
us, and when I asked him why he would 
not tell me.” 

The statements of the negroes are too 
incredible and contradictory to be of any 
notice, except from the fact that they ac- 
knowledge that two white women were in 
the hack and that they disappeared.

With a 
few exceptions all were in their seats at a 
quarter past 10 o’clock. Pending the arri- 
val of Gecretary Carlisle Horace White, of 
New York, addressed the committee. He 
said he had drawn a bill which embodied 
his idea of the Baltimore plan, but which 
had not been adopted by the Baltimore com- 
mittee, He proceeded to read, at some 
length, a carefully prepared paper covering 
the general subject of banking. 

Secretary Carlisle, who had appeared 
some time previously, addressed the com- 
mittee at the conclusion of the hearing giv- 
en White. He had come at the request of 
the committee to present the bill he had pre- 
pared to carry out his financia] plan, which 
he proceeded to read without introduction. 

When he had finished reading his bill Mr. 
Carlisle explained that section 8 repealed 
sections 9 and 12, of the act of July 12, 1882. 
Section 9 of that act authorized deposits of 
lawful money by national banks to with, 
draw their deposits of circulating notes. It 
might not be absolutely necessary, he said, 
to repeal that section if the proposed plan 
were adopted, but still the spirit of the sec- 
tion was that any national bank shall not 
retire in the aggregate more than $3,000,000 
per month, and having done so shall not be 
allowed to increase its circulation within 
six months. Section 12 of the act of 1882 re- 
ferred to gold certificates, and their sus- 
peusion when the gold reserve fell. below 
$100,000,000, and concerning this provision 
Mr. Carlisle said it was not good policy for 
the government to establish a warehouse 
for the deposit of gold and to issue certifi- 
cates against it, for the reason that this 
gold, or a large part of it, would come into 
the treasury and stay there if these certifi- 
cates wére not issued against it. 

To ‘Mr. Brosius, of Pennsylvania, Mr. Car- 
lisle said his theory concerning national 
banks was that the government should be 
almost wholly divorced from relations with 
them, excepting so far as it was necessary 
to throw safeguards about them in order 
to insure their stability and reliability. His 
belief in this connection was based on both 
ccnstitutional and practical grounds. 


The Bill in the House. 

Mr. Sprir ger, of Illinois, today 
introduced the financial bill which 
Secretary Carlisle .read to the com- 
mittee .on ‘banking and currency. 
The bill repeals all acts and parts of acts 
which require, or authorize, the deposit of 
United States bonds to gecure circulating 
notes issued by national banking associa- 
tions, and such notes hereafter prepared 
shall not contain the statement that they 
are so secured. 

Nationa] banks are permitted to take out 
circulation to the extent of 75 per cent of 
paid-up capital. Circulation is to be a first 
lien upon assets. A tax of one-half of 1 
per cent per annum upon circulation is pro- 
vided. A safety fund for the prompt re- 
demption of notes of failed banks is pro- 
vided by a tax of one-half of 1 per cent per 
annum until the amount reaches 5 per cent 
of the total circulation. 

Sections 9 and‘12 of the act of 1882, relating 
to corporate extensions, and section 41 of 
the act of 1864, providing for a national 
banking ~ currency, are repealed. Section 9 
of the bill is as follows: 

“Section 9%—-That the secretary of the 
treasury may, in his discretion, use from 
time to time any surplus revenue of the 
United States in the redemption and retire- 
ment of United States legal tender notes, 
but the amount-of such notes retired shall 
not, in the aggregate, exceed an amount 
equal to 70 per cent of the additional circu- 
lation taken.O6le. by national banks and 
state banks. ung the provisions of the act; 
and hereafte® United States notes or 
treasury notes duthorized by the act of July 
14, 1890, entitled “An act directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion, and the issue of 
treasury notes thereon and for other pur- 
poses,’ for a less denomination than $10, 
shall be issued, and as ‘rapidly as such 
notes of denomination less than $10 shall 
be received into the treasury they shall be 
canceled and an equal amount of notes of 
like character, but in denominations of $10 
or multiples thereof, shall be issued *h their 
places, but nothing in this act shall be so 
construed as to repeal, or in any manner 
affect, the second section of the said act of 
July 14, 1890. 

“Section 10+-That the use of circulating 
notes issued by a banking corporation, duly 
organized under. the laws of any state, and 
which tramsacts no other than a banking 
business, shall be exempt from taxation un- 
der the laws of the United States, when it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the secretary 
of the treasury and the comptroller of the 
currency: 1. fhat such a bank has at no 
time had outstanding its circulating notes 
in excess of 75 per cent of its paid-up and 
unimpaired capital; 2. That its stockholders 
are individually liable for the redemption of 
its circulatine notes to the full extent of 
their ownership of stock; but this shall not 
be required in the case of persons holding 
stock as executors, administrators, guardi- 
ans or trustees, if the assets and- funds in 
their hands are liable in like manner and to 
the same extent ag the testator, intestate, 
ward or person interested in such funds 
would be if living, and competent to act and 
hold the stock in his own name; 3. That the 
circulating notes constitute by law a irst 
lien upon all the assets of the bank; 4. That 
the bank has at all times kept on deposit 
with an official of the state, authorized by 
law to receive and hold the same, a guaran- 
tee fund in United States legal tender noteg. 
including treasury notes of 1890, equal te 
30 per cent of its outstanding circulating 
notes, and, 5. That it hag promptly redeem- 
ed its notes at par on demand at its prin- 
cipal office, or at one or more of its branch 
offices, if it has branches.’’ 

Section 11 permits state banks to use the 
distinctive paper used in printing United 
States securities, but no state bank shall 
print or engrave its notes in similitude of 
United States notes or certificates, or na- 
tional bank notes. 


IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


Governor Carr Pardons Lou Parrish 
Who Killed Her Sweetheart. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 10.—(Special.)— 
Late on Saturday Governor Carr condition- 
ally pardoned Lou Parrish, the seventeen- 
year-old white girl who last spring killed 
her sweetheart for slandering her charac- 
ter. The pardon was granted at the rec- 
ommendation of the board of public char- 
ities, the King’s Daughters and a number 
of citizens of Henderson, her native coun- 
ty. The Rescue Circle, of this city, has 
secured her a piace at the Good Shepherd 
reformatory, in Baltimore, Md. 

The conditions of the pardon are that she 
stays there until her character is reform- 
ed and she is dismissed by the authorities. 

In the case of Knight, the new county 
treasurer, who has “farmed out’ his office, 
there is much dissatisfaction among the 
people. The leading city daily here has 
editorially called on the solicitor to look 
into the legality of the transaction and 
if there is any known way in law by 
which this matter can be rectified to see 
that it is done.

Mr. Remsen wag asked what he proposed 
to do to bring about a reconciliation. He 
said he had a suggestion to make, which, if 
accepted, would settle the existing trouble. 
He said that Mr. Watson considered that he 
had been stigmatized by being called a trai- 
tor because, after being elected to congress 
as a democrat, he deserted the party and 
joined the populists.

Watson claims that he was elected to con- 
gress on the farmers’. alliance platform, 
and he stood on it. Now, if he could blot 


upon him by being called a traitor, he would 
be satisfied and retire from politics. 

Judge Remsen was asked what action of 
the democrats would satisfy Mr. Watson. 

The reply was: “Major Black has agreed 
to resign his commission to congress in 
March. At the coming election let the peo- 
ple elect Mr. Watson to congress and he, 
too, would agree to then resign, being sat- 
isfied with having the blot on his escutch- 
eon removed.

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A Needed Reform. 

The senate is to be congratulated upon 
its passage of the house general regis- 
tration. bill, with amendments which 
vastly improve it. 

The Constitution has all along spoken 
for a registration bill with which no 
fault could be found. It was hardly 
to be expected that we could reach the 
stage of non-partisan boards in a hurry, 
as that is the result of educated public 
opinion. The senate, however, has risen 
to the full height of its duty, and has 
furnished a registration bill equal to 
the best in the land. The selection of 
the judges of the superior court to make 
the appointment of registrars, instead 
of the grand juries, is a wise provision, 
which will add character and dignity 
to the office of registrar. The enactment 
into law of the provision that registra- 
tion boards must be bi-partisan, com- 
posed of representatives of each party, 
is such a triumph of legislation that ft 
can hardly be appreciated at first glance. 
Hereafter there will be no room to 
complain of registration lists in Geor- 
gia, so nearly perfect is the make up of this 
bill. 

Now, let the house promptly accept 
the bill today, as it comes from the sen- 
ate. The best sentiment of the state is 
behind it, and it should receive the 
hearty endorsement of our lawmakers. It 
may be that itis defective in some of its 
details, but this is no reason for delay- 
ing the inauguration of a system under 
which there will be a certainty of an 
honest ballot and a fair count. If we 
cannot make the reform complete all at 
once, at least we have gone far beyond 
our expectations, and we can take the 
first step in that direction and remedy 
the defects of the new system later, if 
any are found. 

The friends of ballot reform in the 
house should yote for the general regis- 
tration bill as amended. 

Let us make a beginning in the most 
important political reform that has been 
attempted in Georgia during the pres- 
ent generation. We are willing to ad- 
mit that the new system is not perfect, 
as the test of experience may make it, 
but the same is true of many other ex- 
periments which have a tendency to 
advance the best interests of society. 
When we have once taken the first step 
in the direction of ballot reform we 
may rest assured that all that is needed 
to complete the work will follow at the 
earliest possible opportunity. 

The bill passed by the senate is a 
great triumph and we can frust to time 
for improvement. 


A Puzzling Mystery. 

Last Monday the Nicaragua canal bill 
was called up in the senate, and after 
two able speeches in favor of it the 
senators went into executive session 
and adjourned at half-past 4 o’clock 
until the next day. 

Now, this has been the history of the 
Nica canal matter in congress for 
the past several years. When the bill 
comes up two or three speeches are 
made advocating it, and then follows 
a motion to go into executive session or 
to adjourn, | 

The statesmen of both parties profess 
to be the champions of the canal. They 
Bay that it must be constructed by 
‘Americans and must be under the con- 
trol of our government. It is admitted 
by all that the canal is necessary to the 
world’s commerce and to our military 
and naval power. No one denies ‘that 
itis not the cheapest and most practica- 
ble route that has ever been surveyed, 
and no one denies that it will yield a 
profit that will in a short time pay for 
fts construction. Moreover, it is ad- 


_ mitted that it will build up our southern 


and Pacific ports, give us control of new 
markets, and emancipate us from our 
commercial serfdom to Great Britain. 

And yet the bill hangs fire, It is the 
plaything of congress, to be taken up 
and laid aside, year after year, without 
definite action. 

_It is hard to explain the mystery of 
this unaccountable conduct. Something 
is back of it, but what is it? 

The people are in no mood to stand 
this dilatory business any longer. They

A Central American Fair. 

In February, 1896, the five Central 
American republics will hold a joint ex- 
position, near the town of Villa Nueva, 
Honduras. 

The site of ‘the exposition is the pret- 
tiest spot in the garden of the world, 
and the grounds embrace 150 acres. The 
plans for the buildings are under way, 
and it is proposed to have iron structures 
like those at the Chicago fair. 

The classification of the exposition will 
be in seventeen groups, as follows: 

Food and its accessories, forestry and 
forest products, horticulture, viticulture, 
pomology, horses and mules, cattle and 
sheep, other animals used for food, fish 
and their products, mines, minerals and 
metallurgy; machinery, transportation, 
electricity, manufactured articles, liberal 
arts, fine arts and unified government 
exhibits. 

This novel exposition in one of the 
loveliest countries in the world, two 
days’ journey from New Orleans or Mo- 
bile, from New York or Chicago and 
eight from San Francisco, will undoubt- 
edly attract a large number of visitors 
from the United States. 

The Central American exhibits at the 
Atlanta exposition next year will proba- 
bly be shipped about the 1st of January 
to Honduras. Naturally, the prospect 
of making their exhibits serve for two 
expositions will stimulate our Spanish- 
American friends to do their best, and 
when they get ready for our big show 
they will not forget ‘that they are in 
reality preparing for their own. 


Prompt Action Necessary, 

As our readers know, The Constitu- 
tion endorses the general idea of the 
currency plan outlined by Mr. Cleveland 
in his message, not because it will pro- 
vide a permanent remedy for our cur- 
rency. dislocation, but because it will 
give temporary relief from conditions 
that are crushitg out the energies of 
the people. 

At this time, even temporary relief is 
worth striving for, and for that reason 
we think it is incumbent on congress 
either to take up Mr. Cleveland’s plan 
and enact it into a law without delay, 
or to enact into law some plan that will 
provide for a definite expansion*ef the 
currency. Congress need not at | this 
juncture pay any attention to the! talk 
of certain bankers about fiat mpney. 
Mr. Carlisle’s currency scheme, a Mr. 
Cleveland’s more sensible outlive of it 
both provide for fiat money. The na- 
tional and state banks are to redeem 
their own notes, but it is well known 
that there is not enough gold in the 
country to be employed as a redemp- 
tion fund by the banks. 

The strain of the single gold standard 
has already brought affairs to such a 
crisis that the national banks refuse to 
redeem their own notes in gold. There 
will be less gold in the country when 
congress passes a currency measure 
than there is now. Consequently, if 
bank notes cannot have both gold and 
silver behind them they will be in the 
nature of what eastern financiers call 
fiat money. But the great bulk of our 
paper curency is fiat money now. The 
New York banks are hoarding green- 
backs and treasury notes of 1890 be- 
cause these forms of currency are sup- 
posed to be redeemable in gold. The 
supposition is a myth. ‘They are re- 
deemable in gold only to the extent that 
the treasury has gold, but it would be 
a miracle if $600,000,000 of notes could 
be redeemed by $100,000,000 of gold. 

All this is easily understood, so that 
there is no reason why congress should 
be taken aback by any republican ar- 
gument to the effect that Mr. Cleveland’s 
plan provides for fiat paper money. The 
trouble with the country now is that 
the government, by increasing the taxes 
of the people, is trying to keep our fiat 
money on a gold basis. The whole 
scheme—though we presume the admin- 
istration is in ignorance of it—is in the 
nature of a huge speculative deal be- 
tween the bankers of Wall and Lombard 
streets. 

Meanwhile, congress must do some- 
thing. It cannot give the secretary au- 
thority to issue bonds to maintain the 
single gold standard. The party that 
does that would never lift up its head 
in national affairs again. It cannot ap- 
ply ‘the only remedy. that will perma- 
nently cure the evil, but it can _pro- 
vide temporary relief, and this it should 
hasten to do. 

Mr. Cleveland’s plan is feasible, so 
far as the expansion of the currency is 
concerned. It would take the strain off 
the treasury and ‘transfer it to the 
banks. These institutions would have 
to supply the foreign demand for gold— 
that is to say, if the plan ig really a 
measure of relief—and this would at 
once send the yellow metal to a pre- 
mium, for it has been demonstrated be- 
yond all question that the banks will not 
part with their gold except in consid- 
eration of a premium equal to the profit 
which they are able to make out of a 
bond purchase.

But Mr. Cleveland 
will not change the Harrison policy of 
discrediting all other forms of currency 
except gold, consequently congress 
should look to other measures of relief. 
One of these is the expansion of the cur- 
rency by means of bank notes, state and 
national. 

It is incumbent on congress to do 
something in the line of currency re- 
form, and the sooner the better. Should 
that body adjourn without accomplish- 
ing anything in this direction, or with- 
out trying to accomplish something, the 
party will go into the campaign of 1896 
with not a leg to stand on. - * 


Gold. 

A correspondent asks us what we 
mean by referring to “the scramble for 
gold.” The phrase can mean but one 
thing—precisely what it says. The 
scramble consists in ‘the efforts of the 
great powers of Europe to secure and 
retain as much of the precious metal 
as possible, and it is perceptibly added 
to by the efforts of the United States 
government to maintainin the face of 
the movements now going on in Europe, 
an unguarded gold reserve. 

The nature of these movements ought 
to be apparent to any person who reads 
the newspapers. The great powers of 
Europe not only guard their gold re- 
serves but are constantly making ad- 
ditions thereto. Apart from these bank 
reserves, they have large stocks of gold 
in what they call their war chests. We 
have seen estimates of the amounts in 
‘these war chests, but as they are<only 
estimates we shall not use the figures. 

When these powers are unable to ob- 
tuin gold in the regular way, they do 
not go into their war chests for it. They 
issue bonds. Thus our correspondent 
may read in the current issue of The 
Financial Chronicle ‘that the Rothschilds 
have just completed negotiations for an 
Austrian gold loan of 76,000,000 florins, 
and that a Russian loan for about $100,- 
000,000 of gold will soon be brought out 
in Berlin. -‘To this must be added the 
war indemnity which China will soon 
have to pay to Japan, probably $100,- 
000,000. 

It will thus be seen that the demand 
for gold grows more and more impera- 
tive all the time. Our own people have 
been reduced to such a condition by the 
adoption of the Britsh gold standard 
that they cannot get enough money from 
Europe to return for their staple com- 
modities to prevent the export of gold. 
Consequently the world’s demand for 
gold falls on the only gold reserve that 
is unguarded—the supply in the United 
States treasury. 

Whenever any European government 
wants a supply of gold, it has only to 
intimate as much to the Rothschilds, 
and at once the manipulation of ex- 
change is begun until it reaches the 
gold exporting point at New York. | 


Gold Mines in the South. 

The increased demand for gold has 
revived public interest in the mines in 
the south Atlantie states. 

The gold mines in the foothills and 
valleys of the Blue Ridge were worked 
for many years, and their yield was 
very large, but the discovery of rich de- 
posits in California drew the miners to 
the Pacific coast, and for a long time 
our southern mines were neglected. The 
western mines, however, have seen 
their best days, and the gold-seekers are 
returning to the old fields of supply 
along the Blue Ridge. A recent writer 
Says: 

Gold is found only in mountain ranges 
which have a general north and south di- 
rection. Just why this is so need not be 
here considered, but it is a well established 
fact. The Sierra Nevadas, in California; 
the Rocky mountains and Black Hills, in 
the trans-Mississippi region; the Ural 
mountains in Russia, and the Australian 
Alps, in the southern hemisphere, are all 
conspicuous examples of the fact that the 
great gold-bearing regions are in the 
north and south ranges of mountains. 

The Blue Ridge, which extends from 
central Alabama for? a thousand miles 
northward, is another conspicuous example. 
The director of the United States mint, in 
his report for 1893, commenting on the 
south Atlantic gold region, says its gold- 
bearing deposits have been mined sporadi- 
cally since colonial times, and less is 
definitely known with regard to the geol- 
ogy of the rocks in which they occur or 
the relations of the deposits themselves 
than of any other gold-bearing deposits 
within the United States. It is probable 
that to this ignorance, combined with the 
want of technical knowledge on the part of 
most of those who have attempted to mine 
them, may in a great measure be attributed 
the neglect into which they have fallen. 

The mint repott for 1893 shows that 
since the revival of southern mining in 
1880 Georgia has turned out $1,822,135 
worth of gold, and North Carolina §$1,- 
996,748. These two states stand at 
the head of the list, South Carolina fol- 
lowing with a gold output for the same 
period of $894,600. 

With the proper methods of extraction, 
it is believed by experts that the mines 
of Georgia and the Carolinas will for’ 
a generation to come furnish the greater 
portion of the gold product of this coun- 
try. The mines have as yet scarcely 
been touched, but it is a settled fact 
that they are the richest on the con- 
tinent.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE: 


Normal Training in Georgia. 

Editor Constitution—The fourteenth sec- 
tion of the bill founding the University of 
Georgia, passea by the general assembly 
Jaruary 7, 1785, anticipated the relations 
which “all common schools” afterwards 
to be instituted should sustain to the uni- 
versity. The connecifon being granted that 
common schools are logically “parts or 
members of the university’’ with the ad- 
mitted necessity for the expansion of the 
state system in response to the more pro- 
gressive demands of the day, it would fol- 
low that university connection should be 
stressed and that ample provision should 
be made by the state for the greater effi- 
ciency of the university system, with such 
additional facilities as will satisfy the de- 
mands of the common schools for a more 
normal teaching service in the school- 
rooms, 

Having entered on the solution of the 
problem of higher education, in eonnection 
with primary education, the state’s antici- 
pation that the common schools will act 
as feeders to the university cannot be real- 
ized without the full acceptance of the ne- 
cessity for normal training forced on her 
by the logical connection of the two sys- 
tems referred to. 

That the public moneys yearly expended 
for common schools may produce the largest 
possible benefits and react favorably on the 
social and material interests of the state, 
it is necessary that the instruments 
used, the teachers in the schoolrooms, 
should be normally trained to perform their 
labor; should be so thoroughly equipped as 
that at all times they may be able to sup- 
ply the necessary “‘conditions or occasions 
for their rigorous and healthful exercise of 
the self-activeness of their pupils.”’ In a 
more important sense than is supposed the 
teachers are co-workers with the pupils, 
but must assume the leading part in direct- 
ing the conditions under which the pupil- 
mind must exert itself. This is the true 
theory, and should be the intelligent prac- 
tice, in our common schools. But this de- 
sirable condition wil! not—cannot—obtain 
unless the state shall assume the direction, 
through state institutions, of the normal 
training of her teachers. The question of 
success in other departments of efforts is 
conditioned on the special, or expert train- 
ing of the agents employed. The same prin- 
ciple will apply with greater relevancy to 
the more abstruse and delicate considera- 
tions that enter into the science of teach- 
ing. 
The demand of public education tn Geor- 
gia is for trained teachers; the trend of pub- 
lic sentiment is favorable to an expansion 
of the system. We are glad to notice that 
the state has adopted a more Ifberal policy 
toward the university. Its several depart- 
ments should be go efficiently equipped as 
that its usefulness shall become a more ap- 
preciable factor in the public school sys- 
tem of which it is the virtual head. It is of 
paramdéunt importance that the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college, at Milledge- 
ville, should have enlarged facilities for ex- 
tending to the young women of the state 
the normal and industrial means of intelli- 
gent livelihood, and the state should contin- 
ue to encourage its possibilities for yet 
greater success and usefulness. The educa- 
ticral forces of the state should be thor- 
oughly organized and unified. The econ- 
omies of the service can be regarded as 
producing their maximum benefits only in 
response to such liberal outlays on the part 
of the state as will promote the efficient 
working of all departments of the service. 
The common schools, state normal schools. 
a technical institution, a state university 
should be “parts and members’’ of a com- 
plete éducational system, performing its 
functions for the growth, enlightenment and 
prosperity of the people.

“Professor Pollock is one of the must 
prominent members of the Mercer faculty, 
a man who is universally recognized as one 
of the ablest and most progressive men 
connected with highe? education in Georgia. 

“It is stated by a man close to Professor 
Pollock that the trustees have said they 
wouldn’t allow the professor to sever his 
relations with the institution, his agree- 
ment being for three years.”’ > .

Governor Atkinson said yesterday that 
he expected Professor Pollock to be in the 
city today. He said he had heard the ru- 
mor, but had had no correspondence with 
Professor Pollock on the subject for some 
time. In the executive department it was 
said that Professor Pollock’s acceptance— 
or possible acceptance—had always been 
conditioned on his being able to get the 
trustees of Mercer to agree to the sever-

Jim Lawshe Given the Full Limit tn 
the Penitentiary. 


CONVICTED OF MAKING BAD MONEY 


He Took the Heavy Sentence Smilingly, 
and Went to the Jail Without 
Any Exhibition of Fear 


Eight years in the Ohio penitentiary is 
the sentence that Jim Lawshe will have 
to serve before he can return to his old 
haunts or resume his precarious business 
of counterfeiting Uncle Sam’s money. 

The courtroom was crowded during the 
delivery of the sentence. Without taking 
their seats the jurors entered the court- 
room and stood within the railing until

the verdict was announced. The expres- 
gion on the prisoner’s face indicated no sur- 
prise and his manner was that of a man 
who appeared to have but little interest in 
the trial. Judge Newman was very brief 
in the delivery of the sentence. He gave 


the prisoner to understand that he had | 


been convicted by the jury and that ever 
since the war his reputation had been that 
of a man who had earned his livelihood by 
counterfeiting. In view of these considera- 
tiors and by reason of the fact that he had 
already served a sentence in the peniten- 
tiary he had no other recourse than to sen- 
tence him for eight years to hard labor in 
the government prison at Columbus, O. 

It was 12 o’clock when the argument in 
the case was finished and Judge Newman 
began his charge to the jury. 

Mr. L. B. Austin, in behalf of the prison- 
er, began his speech on the assembling of 
court yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. He 
cerefully reviewed the evidence and made a 
shrewd, eloquent and earnest plea in be- 
half of his client. He argued that no sub- 
stantial proof had been introduced to show 
that Jim Lawshe was guilty of the charges 
brought against him and that, according 
to the testimony, he was clearly an inno- 
cent man. The speech was an able and 
thorough presentation of the views held 
by the defense and produced a visible im- 
pressicn upon the jury. The delivery of 
the speech occupied about an hour. 

Colonel Joe James, the district attorney, 
followed Mr. Austin, in behalf of the gov- 
ernment. His speech was rather caustic, 
and he dealt a number of severe blows to 
the prisoner at the bar, showing that, un- 
der the evidence, no one else could be 
guilty of the charge, the molds having been 
found in Lawshe’s possession. 

It was nearly 12 o’clock when Colonel 
James concluded his argument, Judge New- 
man immediately began the delivery of his 
charge. He instructed the jury to ignore 
the second count of the indictment, charg- 
ing the defendant with having aided in the 
offense of counterfeiting. There was no 
evidence to show that he had aided any- 


body and if he was guilty at all he was 


guilty of the charge of counterfeiting. It 
was ten minutes after 12 o’clock when the 
jury left the courtroom. They carried with 
them the box of counterfeiting tools, which 
the prosecution had tendered as evidence, 
and immediately began to discuss the na 
ture of their verdict in the jury room.

Waiting for the Jury. 

As soon es the jury left the courtroom 
Judge Newman ordered a short recess. 

During the interval of waiting that fol- 
lowed this order of. the court and the final 
return of the jury bringing in the verdict, 
the figure of Jim Lawshe presented an 
amusing spectacle. He was surrounded 
by a group of lawyers, bailiffs and curious 
on-lookers, and for more than a solid hour 
he kept his audience entertained by his 
droll humor and the narrative of his dar- 
ing exploits in the business of counter- 
feiting. 

“It looks as if the jury is going to take 
the whole day,” said one of the group. 

‘“Yes,”’ said Jim, “I guess they are trying 
to learn the business.” 

This sally created a hearty outburst of 
laughter and the circle that gathered about 
the prisoner was increased by the accession 
of several new members. 

“Jim, how did you spend the time when 
you were in Albany?’ asked another one 
of the spectators. 

“Oh, they put me to work trimming shoes. 
It was rather disagreeable employment I 
cen tell you, but my pleasure was not 
corsulted. There was no society of any 
consequence at the prison-and every man 
was’ kept to himself. I was sent to the 
penitentiary. for seven years, but on ac- 
count of my good behavior the sentence 
was commuted and I only served four yeare 
and eight months.” 

“Did you make any money while you were 
in the penitentiar}'?” asked an earnest in- 
quirer. 

“No,” said Jim, with a smile, “I was ob- 
liged to close up my business and give all 
my time to trimming shoes. When I came 
back to Atlanta I was an expert in this 
line and John M. Moore, the shoe man, 
sent for me ton give him a lift at his fac- 
tory.” ; 

“You understand the business of money- 
making pretty well, don’t you, Jim?’ 

“Well, I've never made a fortune,’ said 
Jim, “but I’ve made as good money as 
ever came from the United States mint. 
I don’t say it boastingly, but I think I could 
give them a few ideas at the mint. [ have 
not given the officers any trouble for a long 
time, but JI. still know how to make the 
stuff and can do my work a& well as the 
next mam. I never made the money they 
charge me with having made in this case, 
I can do better work if I do say it myself, 
and I have too much pride to claim a single 

as my own production. Brother Ruck- 
er, can you give me a chew of tobacco?” 
said Jim, casting his eyes in the direction 
of the prosecuting attorney.

Reading the Verdict. 

The verdict was placed in the hands of 
the clerk, Mi. Colquitt Carter. 

It reads as follows: “We, the jury, find 
the defendant guliity.’’ 

‘“‘Let the prisoner stand up,” said Judge 
Newman. 

At this direction Jim Lawshe left his 
seat and stepped forward, holding his hat 
in his hands and giving to it a rotary mo- 
tion. 

“Huve you anything to say why judgment 
should not be pronounced?” inquired Judge 
Newman. , 

“No, sir,” began the defendant, “I only 
desire to irvoke the mercy of the court. 
I have heard a great many criminals talk 
and I have never heard any of them abuse 
your kindness or consideration. I hope 
you will do as well by me, I have been a 
counterfeiter in my life but no one can 
say that I ever taught them the business. 
I have been to the penitentiary but I did 
not serve the full time of my sentence on 


account of the credit which I received for 


my good behavior. I have tried to lead an 
honest life and I have rendered material 
aid to the government, which I hope will 
be taken into consideration. I ask your 
bonor to be merciful.’ 

Judge Newman stated that he had no 
personal inclination to deal harshly with 
the prisoner. He had violated the law, 
however, and this was his third appearance 
in court. He would have to sentence him 
to eight years in the penitentiary and to 
pay a fine of $500. 

Lawshe was placed in the hands of the 
marshal and taken back to Fulton county 
jail. He will be carried to Columbus with 
the rest of the prisor@es before the end of 
the year. 


REV. J. H. HINCKS DEAD. 


The Deap of the Faculty of the At- 
lanta University. 


Rey. Jonh H. Hincks, the dean of the fac 
ulty of the Atlanta university, after a 
long and painful itiness of nearly five 
weeks, breathed his last at an early hour 
yesterday morning. 

The intelligence of his sad death will be 
read with genuine sorrow by his many 
friends in this city. Professor Hincks was 
well known in Atlanta and was respected 
not only for his scholarly attainments but 
for his exalted Christian character. 

Mr. Hincks was a graduate of Yale col- 
lege and also of Andover Theological sem- 
inary. For seven years he occupied the 
pulpit of one of the leading Congregational 
churches of Montpelier, Vt. In 1889 he came 
to Atlanta, having received a call from the 
Atlanta university. He devoted his best 
energies to the welfare of the institution 
and every duty was discharged with ear-- 
nest fidelity. During the greater part of 
the time he has filled the office of president 
of the school in the necessary absence of 
President Bumstead. 

Mr. Hincks belonged to a cultured New 
England family, one of his brothers being 
a professor in Andover Theological semi- 
nary, at Andover, Mass, and another a suc- 
cessful business man in Bridgeport, Conn. 
He leaves a wife and four children. 

The funeral arrangements have not yet 
been completed.

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COMMISSIONER STAHLMAN CALLED UP 


The Georgia Railroad Commission Takes a 
‘Hand in the Affair—Other News 
of the Railway W orld. 


There is an important case before the 
state railroad commission which threatens 
to bring about quite a row among the roadg 
before it is settled. 

The case is that which has been. made 
out on behalf of the Colimbus Southern 
railroad and the Savarah, Americus and 
Montgomery railroad against the Georgia 
Central and the Savannah, Florida and 
Western in particujar,. and the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association in 
general. 

It is in the nature of a complaint filed 
by the railroad commission against the 
roads named on account of the recent or- 
der of Comissioner Stahlman instituting @ 
boycott against the Columbus Southern. 
The boycott against the Columbus South- 
ern was issued by Commissioner Stahiman 
because of alleged violations of the rate 
agreement. The Columbus Southern in this 
matter, it seems, was very much in tne 
position of the Seaboard Air-Line, against 
which similar proceedings were recently 
talked of by members of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association. 

The Columbus Southern was reported as 
having cut the reguiar rates at this point 
and that. Thé managers were notified by 
the commissioner that unless it was stop- 
ped the association would boycott the line. 
It appears that the commissioner had rea- 
son later for issuing the boycott order 
against the road, and this is what brings 
on the trouble. 

The Savannah, Americus and Montgom- 
ery, it seems, is with the Columbus South- ' 
ern in making the complaint against the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion. / It is claimed in the complaint that 
has been filed that the boycott which is 
now in effect causes business and freight 
traffic to be turned away from the sections 
through which it would otherwise pass. It 
is further charged in the complaint that 
these roads are being deprived of their 
rightful traffic unjustly, and that certain 
towns in that region of the state are crip- 
pled in the boycott against the Columbus 
Southern. 

For such reasons, as set forth in the 
complaint, the railroad commissioners sum- 
moned Commissioner Stahlman, of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation, to appear before them and give 
cause for declaring a boycott against the 
road, and show the justice of such a step. 

Commissioner Stahlman appeared before 
the commission yesterday and in a general 
way was made acquainted with the motive 
for filing such a complaint. 

*“f must first know the exact charge 
against me as the representative of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, before I enter into any argument of 
the justification of the boycott issued by 
me against the Columbus Southern,” said 
Major Stahlman to the commissioners. 

Major Stahlman was told that the boycott 
was directly against the interests of a cer- 
tain section and certain railroads that had 
done no wrong; that in an effort to pun- 
ish the unjust the just had also been pun- 
ished. 

But the commissioner of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association insist- 
ed upon his point—that the exact and def- 
inite discriminations spoken of should be 
outlined. He wanted to know the definite 
charges of discrimination, in what did they 
consist? When such questions were put to 
him he said he would be ready and willing 
to make such answer as the situatiion might 
furnish. It is likely that definite charges 
will be brought of discrimination. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
know that the presidents of the roads of 
the south, while in their recent meeting of 
the executive board of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association, passed a 
resolution. unanimously authorizing the 
commissioner of the association to declare 
a boycott against any and all roads he 
caught slashing rates and in other ways 
violating the rules and pulling down the 
interests of the roads that form the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association. 

With this authority behind him Commis- 
sioner Stahlman seems pretty well back- 
ed for a lively tft with the issue. that is 
sprung by the railroad commission of the 
state. 

If it comes down to a direct question as 
to whether the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association has a right to de- 
clare a boycott against a railroad out of 
the association or not, there is certain to 
be a great deal of interest in the fight. 


The Board of Arbitration. 

The board of arbitration of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association began 
its session in Atlanta yesterday. 

There are many cases of-interest before 
the board to be taken up at this session. 

Chief among the listed questions are the 
penal cases that are to be tried by the 
arbitrators. These cases involve several] 
fines against roads that are members of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion imposed by the commissioner on 
charges of violation of certain rules and 
regulations of the association. 

There is a case of th’s sort against the 
Clyde lines, the Louisville and Nashville, 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and other roads. 

The board of arbitration is the highest 
authority of the organization of southern 
railway lines. The rate committee, the 
executive board and the commissioner are 
all infericr powers. Whenever a question 
reaches no satisfactory settlement, pass- 
ing through the hands of all these, it is ree 
ferred to the board of arbitration.

It will be seen that there was a material 
increase in the exports of wheat. That 
was a most satisfact development. It 
was accompanied, too, by very fair busi- 
n2ss in the export line. For the first time 
in weeks the foreigners were fairly 
aggressive buyers of cash wheat. Doubtless 
this renewed demand springs from the small 
stocks in Liverpool and the constant de- 
crease in the English visible supply. The 
effect of last week’s liberal buying will 
soon be seen in a free movement of wheat 
out of the country, as such purchases were 
for nearby shipment, the wheat to go out 
before January Ist—the bulk of it to Eng- 
land. We give very little credit to the 
reports of a large reduction in.Argentine’s 
expertable surplus from the new harvest 
and think the chances are that that coun- 
try’s crop will be as large as last year’s. 

Receipts at the west were light, in the 
northwest liberal, the latter movement con- 
tinuing to exceed that of a year ago. Bulls 
are praying for a let up in the receipts of 
spring wheat, but there are no trustworthy 
signs of one just yet. The siovement of 
grain eastward to Chicago has seldom, if 
ever, been ‘ighter than it is this year. An 
event of the week was the departure of 
the last boat of the season from Fort Wil- 
liam loadeil with Manitoba wheat. It is 
to be noted that the shipments east by wa- 
ter this season of the Manitoba cereal are 
much the largest on record, 10,000,000 bushels 
against 7,000,000 last year, leaving stocks at 
Canadian lake ports very light. Stocks of 
Manitoba wheat in eastern Canada are un- 
usually small. A Toronto dealer is quoted 
as saying that they do not equal one-fourth 
of what they. were a year ago. The export 
demand has taken all of the Caradian hard 
spring wheat that could be got t tide- 
water, leaving stocks in farmers’ hands 
ecmpardatively light. The wheat fceding 
argument is not as popular as it was a few 
weeks ago, and the estimate of the govern- 
ment that 75,000,000 bushels would be con- 
sumed by stock during the crop year had 
very little effect on speculators. Stocks 
continue to increase and the available sup- 
ply in the United States and Canada is 
larger than ever before—113,000,000 bushels 
against 97.000,000 at this time last year. Curn 
looks as if it would do to buy when weak. 
Western advices indicate that the move- 
ment has seen its maximum. Judging from 
comment in railway circles, there ‘will he 
only a light traffic in this kind of grain dur- 
ing the next few months. It is noticeable, 
too, that nearly all authorities agree that 
the harvest is one of the’ shortest ever 
known. Corn ruled fairly firm throughout 
the week and there was a fine cash demand. 
Receipts, however, were in excess of a year 
ago. Oats were quiet, sympathizing with 
corn. Notwithstanding a very large run of 
hogs, the market for provisions showed con- 
siderable strength. Good judges say buy on 
reactions. The heavy receipts of hogs can- 
not last. They are due to the crop failure 
and will fall off as soon as farmers get rid 
of their surplus stock. 

The government crop report will contain 
farm prices and the area of fall sown wheat 
and rye, compared with the same last year, 
together with the condition vf winter grain.

The Day in the Senate. 

The taking up of the house resolution 
providing for a Georgia exhibit at the 
Atlanta exposition was the first important 
measure laid before the senate. 

Senator Sneed, the first speaker, opposed 


the . appropriation. 

“This bill,” said he,: “should not pass. 
If it sought to appropriate money of the 
state directly from the state’s treasury, 
for an exhibit of our resources at the Coté 
ton States’ exposition, I should not have 
one word to say in opposition. But it seeks 
to appropriate money for this purpose that 
does not belong to the state. Instead of 
making a direct appropriation from the 
funds of the state, it appropriates money 
not her own. 

“Tf that resolution becomes a law, the 
state converts to her own use money which 
she holds in a fiduciary character as trus- 
tee, and commits an act which if done by 
one of our own citizens, would constitute 
the crime of larceny after trust. 

“I am amazed that the house of represen- 
tatives should have passed any such mea- 
sure, ahd am surprised that its objection- 
able features should have escaped the 
scrutinizing gaze of our efficient finance 
committee. But I take it for granted that 
the serious questions here involved escaped 
observation by reason of the unavoidable 
haste attending consideration of measures 
in the last days of legislative session. 

“But it is not too late to remedy the 
error. Appropriate, if you choose, money 
from the treasury for the purpose indicat- 
ed, but the funds referred to in that reso- 
lution can not be taken without breach of 
faith upon the part of Georgia to the gov- 
ernment of the United States. In making 
these objections, I am influenced by neither 
political nor personal considerations, but 
solely as a Georgian addressing Georgians 
who are jealous of the honor of their state, 
upon a question in which her honor is in- 
volved.”’ 

Defended by Senator Harris. 

Senator Harris, of the twenty-second— 
Because of the able speech of the senator 
I desire to speak. If the state gives this 
money to some one outside, then there 
might be an ‘nsuperable obstacle, but in 
this case the trustee uses the 
money itself, ready to replace it 
aS soon as called (for. An = indi- 
vidual trustee can always invest funds, 
but is always responsible for them. In this 
case Georgia simply borrows from one 
fund for another. The state but anticipates 
her ownership, for which her whole prop- 
erty is responsible. 

Senator Lewis said the legal question 
was the only one in the way. The plan 
agreed upon is free from it and the state 
is ready to maintain her credit. It is not 
a question of the simple amount of money, 
but the prestige of Georgia abroad. It 
would be a shame for Georgia not to give 
the money.

The First Good Fight. 

Senator Osborn instrted this: 

Section 17—Nothing in this act shall be so 
construed as to repeal local registration 
laws now of force, only to become of force 
as local laws are repealed or abandoned. 

Senator Cumming declared that this sec- 
tion would vitiate the whole bill. The con- 
stitution requires a uniform registration 
law. The Richmond county registration law, 
declared unconstitutional by. Judge Speer, 
was not brought before him by democrats. 

Senator Starr opposed the amendment on 
the ground that it would defeat the purpose 
of the entire bill. A general uniform regis- 
tration law is demanded by the people, and 
is the purpose of the bill. The amendment, 
he said, would virtuaily nullify and set 
aside all that was good or desirable in the 
bill and leave the registration system of 
the state in no better condition than it was 
before, 

Senator Osborn denied that there was a 
general cry for a registration law in coun- 
ties which have such laws. When local 
laws are good they should be maintained. 
I take little stock in the talk of constitu- 
tionality. As an illustration, two years ago 
every man said to exhibit in Chicago would 
be unconstitutional, yet we have today vot- 
ed an appropriation for Atlanta. He made 
a strong argument that a general law need 
not repeal an existing local law. This is a 
matter of vital importance, and should be 
fully discussed. The effect of the amend- 
ment would be to give a law to the counties 
having none, and those with local laws can 
come under it by asking for the repeal of 
their law. 

The amendment was voted down. 

The original section 17 was then adopted.

THOSE JAIL BONDS.. 


They Will Be Voted For on January 
ist at the Regular Election. 


The election for jail bonds will occur 
on the same day of the regular election 
for county officers on January ist. 

The amount of bonds to be voted on is 
$150,000, and the entire amount is to go 
towards the building of a new jail. The 
bonds will bear dmterest at 4% per cent. 
At the end of the first twenty years $15,000 
worth of bonds will be retired, and every 
year the same amount will be redeemed un- 
til, at the end of the thirtieth year, there 
will be no bonds out. There will be no ex- 
tra taxation, and the payment of the bonds 
will be far from a burden on the people. 

Every grand jury for the past five years 
has condemned the old jail and recommend- 
ed that a new one be built. The. present 
jail is unsafe, and many escapes, despite 
the vigilance of the jail officers, have oc- 
curred within recent years. There have 
also been a number of nearly successful at- 
tempts lately to fire the jail. The new 
jail will be fireproof. Only those who pay 
their taxes for this year can vote at the 
election for bonds.
